Sodeiblom is on his way 
to the Boston marathon 


Art Soderblom is running for his life. At least, 
that is the way his running avocation began. He 
began running 10 years ago when he ^was 43 years 
old. 

“My marriage was over after 20 years and I 
was depressed. I had a friend who was into long¬ 
distance running and he urged me to give it a 
try,” Soderblom says. 

He started slowly and it never crossed his mind 
that he would be running marathons. That’s what he 
did a week ago when he entered the first annual 
Los Angeles Marathon and came in at 3.17, a good 
enough time to qualify for the famous Boston Ma¬ 
rathon Apr. 21 on Patriots’ Day. 

But 10 years ago when Soderblom was first 
running, “every lOK seemed like a lot. Now they are 
pretty much a piece of cake,” he grins. 

He began by running around the block, then he 
picked up distance and speed until a year later he ran 
a lOK race and came in 5th place in the over- 


40 years position. 

Sometime later, about eight years ago, he ran, 
the Mt. Wilson Trail Race and found it a “realf 
-stTOgglej” Last yeaf" wa»-tl»^*fivst year lie wa^ 
unable to run the famous Sierra Madre uphill 
killer since he had a heel injury that knocked Wm 
out of running for six months. He says he found 
it difficult to sit and watch while his friends ran 
the brutal race up to Orchard Camp and back. 

Real marathon running began for him five years 
ago and so far in the past four months he has 
run three marathons, one in Phoenix, one in Long 
Beach and the one in L.A. He has plans to run 
the ones in New York, Lone Pine and Sah Fran¬ 
cisco and will probably run the lOK in San Marino 
this year. 

Before a marathon, Soderblom says he gets 
in training by running about 60 miles a week in

The stage was set carefully. The League of 
Women Voters had organized their Candidates 
Night efficiently and the candidates were in the most 
part concise Tuesday evening at the council cham¬ 
bers in Sierra Madre. 

To assure a totally unbiased position, the league 
had requested that Dorothy Larson of Temple City 
be moderator Tuesday evening for the specially 
televised evening when all six Sierra Madre City 
, Council candidates were onstage. 

Only three seats are open for the six who are 
■ vying for the seats. Two of them, Lisa Fowler and 
Tom Edwards, are incumbents. Of the others, 
Clem Bartloai and Elaine Rudolph have been on the 
council before. Bruce Crow and Frank Van Dongen 
_ are neophytes. 

Following the noontime luncheon at which the 
? candidates spoke before Kiwanis and other resi¬ 
dents, it appeared that some of the responses had 
splashed over into each other’s field — a few of 
the candidates had borrowed ideas from each other. 

In the position of their remarks, Frank Van 
Dongen told the group, “Give me a chance to prove 
myself. Vote for me. Out of 7,000 voters, only 
1% vote. Vote Apr. 8.” 

Tom Edwards applauded the volunteers and said 
the city would be unable to operate without them. 

Lisa Fowler suggested, “Keep pounding until 
you find a loose brick,” and she proved that when 
she lead the council to join the Coachella Joint 
Powers Insurance Authority to achieve insurance 
for the city. 


Bruca Crow suggested the use of restricted funds 
to remove the load from the general budget and 
suggested those funds were CRA^ Proposition A 
and block grants. 

Elalno Rudolph asked, “What is government but 
a business?” and suggested an annual business plan 
and review of personnel immediately. 

Clam Baitolal told the group that when he was 
Mayor he had a budget in April, approved in July 
for the first time. His new wrinkle from the noon¬ 
time discussion was a guideline for a handbook for 
commissions in Sierra Madre. He also suggested 
a two-year term for the council members with a 
two-year break before a council member could run 
again. He said, “I have time available. I am more 
pro-active and not Veactlve.

"UP 150%!!” the headlines scream even 
(hough the numbers vary. Thinking that you 
have at last found that golden goose, you 
hustle down to the Mildew Corp., your favorite 
savings institute, and pull out the old nest 
egg. You chunk the whole thing into what- < 
ever (or whoever) ran that ad and sit back 
waiting for the big money to roll in. 

Some advice: don’t do it, because there’s 
a good chance that most of the roll-ins have 
rolled, at least for the time being. Many of^ 
(hose funds, trusts, plans, partnerships or 
what-have-yous now so proud of their re¬ 
cords, are talking about a year that was a^ 
record-setter. 1985. Lots of investments in that* 
memorable year went from zilch lo serious 
money, as in 1982, another banner year for 
numerous investments save just about the ice- 
boxes-to-Eskimos type. 

Further, some of those impressive results 
include part of previous periods. If your money 
went up “90%!!” in about 20 months that’s a 
lot different than doing it in one year. Another 
little factor is that some investments do not 
charge all normal expenses, while the thing is 
getting off (he ground. At first, for example, 
say some months to a year or more, all the 
agents and outfits involve nobly, forfeit their 
expense charges. It makes the bottom line look 
great when customers are considering buying 
and the charges are levied later and it’s all 
perfectly legal. 

Don’t buy big numbers alone, especially 
after a big run-up such as that of last year: 
look at the track record in down periods, 
stability, reserves, size, normal expense char¬ 
ges, ratings in class and what a concensus 
of the experts see in your prospective golden 
goose. Or your goose could be a dead duck.

At the Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club candidates 
luncheon Tuesday, incumbent Tom Edwards was the 
first to speak, and he said in order to maintain, the 
city must continue working on efficiency and ac¬ 
countability. 

He noted the problems the city had experienced 
coming up with liability insurance and urged res¬ 
idents to keep track of possible safety hazards 
around town and to report those hazards to city hail. 

“In the past, our (liability insurance) record 
has been very low — $6000 these last few years,” 
he said- 

He continued, “1 have always been behind and 
worked for the youth and senior programs in Sierra 
Madre and if elected, will continue that work.” 

He reported that there was still some water 
bond money left and that city underground water 
pipes are being inspected. 

“If I am reelected, 1 will continue to work as 
I have in the past for the best interest of every¬ 
one in the city.” 

Bnice Crow said he believes the key is better 
city management. “I’d like to see a four-year budget 
initiated. We could start talking priorities and long- 
range plans. The computer should be better utilized 
so the city knows where the money is. Each in¬ 
dividual department of the city should be made 
accountable on how much it takes to run that de¬ 
partment.” 

He said he believes the city is understaffed 
and that there is a lot that is not being done 
because of the lack of personnel. 

“The only treasure we have is the water we’re 
sitting on. Half of the basins are in good shape, 
but we need to clean up the rest . . . Water’s 
going to be a very important thing.” 

He reported that the tunnels are in disre¬ 
pair and that the 50-year-old water mains are the 
brunt of a standing joke: If one is fixed on one 
street, within one month there will be another 
leak. 

He says his goal is to represent all factions 
of the city — “That’s the task of a city coun¬ 
cilman,” 

Lisa Fowler, incumbent, believes that all city 
depjir^ents need “a careful review to ensure the 
quality services are maintained and advanced. 

“I would like to request a budget schedule so 
that (he preliminary budget would be adopted by 
.Apr. 30 and the budget adopted by June 30. 
First priority is salaries. I’d like to make the rec¬ 
reation department financially sustaining,” she said. 

She believes the council should seek ways to 
work with the business community further and 
applauded the new stores in town. 

“As an incumbent I’m in a position to make a 
greater jtippact to develop programs and keep thent 
on track.*’ 

iTh^ qualities that make Sierra Madre special 
must protected, she concluded. 

Clem Bartolai, former City Councilman, May¬ 


or, Planning Commissioner and Parks and Rec¬ 
reation Commissioner, said, “Two years off the 
council broadened my perspective from the outside 
looking in. Anyone who has any particular areas 
of interest should call me and I’ll discuss it with 
you. This is not just broad rhetoric.” 

He said, “We need to review our manpower 
and staffing, not just at budget time. We need to 
review the salary structure and competition and de¬ 
vise a listing readout of the benefits and com¬ 
pensations of our city employees.” 

He suggested establishing an operational event 
calendar that warns the council of upcoming de¬ 
cisions that need to be made. Longer term planning 
would include budgeting of salaries. 

Frank Van Dongan said, “( believe it’s time 
(the council) listened to the city — you . . . 
The City Council should be run as a business. 
Our village comes first. We all talk about it — 
safety, lights, water system. I would like to see 
better communication between the City Council and 
the people and call it ‘matters of the city.’ We need 
to tell them what we’re doing. I don’t have all the 
answers. I’m a newcomer. Nobody will know the 
answers. 

Van Dongen discussed his past, “I’ve spent 20 
years in a Socialist country. After a few years, 
the government told me when to close and what 
to do ... I believe in this country and in the 
life we have here.” 

Van Dongen came here from Holland in 1963 
and five years later he became a citizen. He said, 
“I haven’t stopped getting involved.” 

He concluded, “1 have a vision that this country 
is the most successful country in the world. We 
should not take anything for granted. I want to 
get involved. For me it’s a privilege to live here 
and run for council.” 

Elaine Rudolph suggested that the city adopt 
an annual business plan with target dates and com¬ 
pletion dates, analysis and forecast. 

“The City Council needs to forecast next year’s 
raises 50 city employees know what to expect. With¬ 
in 30 days after the new council is sworn in, a 
parking committee should be appointed. How can a 
council say they are listening to the people when 
volunteers spend long hours formulating a parking 
plan that gets thrown out along with the people 
who formulated the plan? 1 couldn’t believe the 
hubbub that was created about putting chairs out¬ 
side the Touch of France . . . We need a liaison 
to the Chamber of Commerce ... By Sept. 1, the 
settling basins should have been cleared. I want a 
map in the water department telling me when 
pipes were put in. I want to know when the 
pipes were put in, what replacements will cost.” 

Concejnjng selling water to Arcadia, Rudolph, 
sai3, “Sciiing our water to Arcadia should be a 
two- or three-year program. Everybody likes a deal. 
This will also give us long-distance planning . . . 
The only reason for a moratorium is that homework 


hasn’t been done and there is no long-range plan. 
We also need to set up enforcement policies — 
know where you stand, not who has. the loudest 
voices in the chamber. Buildings should undergo 
■rehab. Each year we need to look at our city 
buildings and spot problem areas. What is the 
CRA? It’s for projects within our city. If it (the 
money) is not used, we will lose it back to the 
county ... Let me help us to get on the road 
of doing things.”

The days are longer, the sky brighter 
ai.d the grass greener. The arrival of 
spring !ias transformed the natural envi¬ 
ronment and marked the end of winter 
•■^lutines. 

Kven culinary preferences change with 
the seasons: Menus now feature dishes 
that are lighter than the robust soups and 
stews that provided hearty nourishment 
during the cold winter months. 

Spring vegetables, such as asparagus 
and peas, arc a particularly delectable 
ture of these lighter menus and a highlight 
of the seasonal foods available and. with a 
minimum of effort, the average shopper 
can learn to identify the most succulent of 
these delicate vegetables, and how to cook 
them to perfection. 

When choosing vegetables such as 
asparagus and camrts, remember that big¬ 
ger is not necessarily better, since they are 
most tender if picked when still relatively 
young. 

l.ook for stalks that ate fully mature but 
not large, because this is an indication that 
the inner stem has not yet developed a 
coarse, woody texture. 


The key to preparing these vegetables 
successfully is simple: Do not overcook. 


When cooked until crisp-icnder, their deli¬ 
cate flavor is at its peak and, as an added 
bonus, the nutritioiial value is also high. 

The recipe below, reprinted from 
Madeleine Kamman’S In Madeleine's 
Kitchen (Atheneum), makes a lovely 
springtime salad, and is a wonderful way 
to take advantage of the seasonal availabil¬ 
ity of asparagus. 


I teaspoon green herb mustard or

1. Clean and pare the asparagus. Cook 
al dente in boiling salted water.

Aspumgus stalks should be of uniferni 
size, with tight tips and moist bases. Car¬ 
rots should be firm, without cracks or 
splits, and there should be no sign of 
wilted tops. 

Like asparagus, fresh peas should be 
bright green. The pods of green peas 
should ^ tender and well filled and, in the 
case of snow peas, the pods should be 
slender and crisp.
